7. Regardless of the number of entries in any one class no animal 
will be awarded a prize if not considered worthy by the judge 
or judges, and the judge may award merit ribbons at his discretion.

8. All arrangements will be made to have food supplies in the 
building but each exhibitor will be required to feed and care for 
his own animals and to observe the sanitary regulations laid down 
by the veterinary officer in charge. Animals belonging to exhibitors 
not present will be fed and cared for by the Show Superintendent 
upon request. 

9. All animals must be in a healthy condition and after arrival 
in Dauphin will be inspected by veterinary surgeons before being 
allowed in the show building. Animals from outside Manitoba must 
be accompanied by a health certificate signed by a veterinary 
surgeon. 

10. The decision of the judges shall in all cases be final. 

11. Suitable pens for all animals will be provided by the Associa¬ 
tion free of charge. 

12. All Foxes must be tattoo marked for identification. 

13. All animals shall be judged by comparison. 

14. The Show Executive will not be responsible for any loss or 
damage to animals for any cause whatsoever. 

15. An exhibitor may enter any number of animals in each class. 

16. The decision of the judging committee in all matters shall 

be final, even to the extent of disqualification. 

17. In classifying animals, decisions will be made for appearance 
of fur in natural position. 

18. All entries must be approved by the Senior Health Officer. 

19. All animals entered must not be removed from the show 
building until 6.00 p.m. Saturday, November 13th, except with the 
permission of the Show Executive.
